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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 is 
allowed since the prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed process including 
forming opening in a dielectric layer which separates the gate layer from the cathode 
layer, forming a sacrificial layer on the surrounding region of the opening and on the 
gate layer, dispersing a carbon nanotube solution in the opening using screen printing, 
executing a thermal process step and removing the hydrophobic layer; claim 9 is 
allowed since the prior does not teach or suggest the claimed process including forming 
a hydrophilic layer in the opening of a dielectric layer which separates the gate layer 
from the cathode layer, forming a hydrophobic layer on the surrounding region of the 
opening and on the gate layer and dispersing a carbon nanotube solution on the 
hydrophilic layer by Inkjet printing executing a thermal process step and removing the 
sacrificial layer, Claim 17 is allowed since the prior art does not teach or suggest the 
claimed process including forming a cathode layer , a gate layer separated from the 
cathode layer by a dielectric layer, there being an opening in the gate layer and 
dielectric layer, forming a carbon nanotube photo resist layer on the gate layer and in 
the opening by spin coating, and patterning the carbon nanotube photoresist in a 
predetermined pattern, and executing a thermal process step, claim 25 is allowed since 
the prior does not teach or suggest the claimed process including forming an adhesive 
layer in the opening of a dielectric layer which separates the gate layer from the cathode 
layer, forming a sacrificial layer on the surrounding region of the opening and on the 
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gate layer and dispersing a carbon nanotube solution on the adhesive layer by an 
electrophoretic process, executing a thermal process step and removing the sacrificial 
layer. The remaining claims are allowed because they depend from and contain the 
limitations of the above claims.
